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Take Part of the Gamble 
Out of Farming 


VERY farmer, at this time of vear, has stopped 

at the door to say to his wife: 
“Tf we just had an idea of what kind of a crop 
we are going to get this year, and what price it Il 
bring ‘ 





That's what all of us would like to know. Farm- 
ing is bound to be a good deal of a gamble, no mat- 
ter what we do. But some of the gamble can be 
taken out of it. 


Now we run risks from both extra-good 
and extra-bad weather. Extra-good weath- 
er may produce such bumper crops that 
prices will go down. Extra-bad weather 
may leave us without much of any crop. 

How can we protect ourselves against 
both? 


Here are some recommendations supported by 
the organized farmers of the nation and by the 
Roosevelt administration. 

Against extra-bad weather, farmers should have 
these protections: 

1. Crop insurance. 

Conservation payments. 
3. Drouth resistant crops. 


4+. Reserves of stored crops. 


| ETS take the case of corn alone. Against a 
possible repetition of a 1994 or 1936 drouth, a 
farmer should have. 

1, An insurance policy designed to provide the 
equivalent of 75 per cent of a crop for him even 
tho his whole crop burns up. 

2. Payments in the conservation program that 
would replace part of his lost corn income. 

3. More acres in grass, alfalfa and other crops 
that stand up better under drouth than corn. 

4+. Reserves of corn stored from previous vears. 

How many of these remedies are available now ?

A crop insurance bill applied to wheat only will 
pass this congress. Corn farmers have not yet 
made their wants known in this field. Conserva- 
tion payments are available this vear. Good farm 
management in the use of drouth resistant crops is 
possible on most farms. f corn are al- 
most exhausted now.

As part of a permanent) program. legislation 
embodying crop insurance on corn and the ever- 
normal granary is needed. So is supreme court 
reform, to make sure that these laws will be allowed 


TO ope rate. 


HAT about an extra-good season? How could 
a corn farmer prepare against that? Such a 
season demands: 

1. Loans, under the ever-normal granary pro- 
gram, that would take some corn off the market 
and so help the price. 

2. Control of acreage to keep production in line. 

3. Storage of more corn as premiums on insur- 
ance program. 

4. Surplus disposal sale of corn or of livestock 
to whieh corn is fed. 


How many of these remedies are avail- 
able now? Congress has yet to act on the 
ever-normal granary, production control 
and crop insurance for corn. And the su- 
preme court is still packed against all these 
programs. 


To get protection against both extra-good or 
eXtra-bad seasons, farmers need: 

1. Ownership or long leases, in order to facilitate 
conservation practices, : 

2. Federal legislation on crop insurance, ever- 
normal granary and production control. 

3. An ‘‘unpacked’* supreme court that will ap- 
prove such legislation. 

It is possible to take a good deal of the gamble 
out of corn belt farming. Why not do it?

TO SECURITY 


During the coming ten years... it seems 
to me that we should be creating a greater 
degree of economic and social security for 
the next generation of farmers in the United 
States than has been provided so far. 


We shall be determining the degree to 
which the unforeseeable accidents of farm- 
ing, such as weather and pests, can be elim- 
inated by the gradual adoption of practical 
forms of crop insurance. We shall be deter- 
mining the degree to which sensible produc- 
tion adjustment can maintain farm income 
at a point high enough to do justice to agri- 
culture without harm to the consumers. 


We shall determine the extent to which 
the soil fertility of the United States can be 
maintained for future generations. We shall 
determine whether or not it is within the 
power of government to stop the wastage 
of human as well as soil resources that grow 
out of farm tenancy, and start the tenant 
farmers of the United States gradually on 
the road to ownership or at least greater 
security of tenure as fast as they demon- 
strate their ability to farm efficiently and 
plan their personal economic affairs sen- 
sibly.—Henry A. Wallace.

Clambering over the 
hillside are wild polymonium (you 
see, Mrs. Skott, Ive remembered), 
and topping the bank is a new col- 
ony of dog-tooth violets. Three 
nearest 
violets were around a bend in the 
creek, an eighth of a mile away. 
Last vear, a lavish bed of them riot- 
ed up to the very edge of the wind- 


ing clay road.

On the sunny side of a rocky ra- 
vine are both rue and wood anemo- 
nes. Buttercups are on the hilltops. 
Spring beauties are everywhere. I 
never saw such pink throated ones 
as these woods proclaim. Nor with 
such deep pink lines to guide early 
bees to nectar wells. On another less 
shaded hilltop is a colony of May 
apples with heavy jasmine-like per- 
fume. Along the flat are jack-in-the- 
pulpits, and near the creek bank 
are violets of a far deeper blue than 
the ones growing in the thinner soil 
of my border. Around another cliff, 
in a sunny mud-flat, is a tangle 
of transparent green jewel weed, 
with its late summer, snapdragon- 
like bloom, And everywhere there 
are dwarf ferns of enchanting deli- 


cacy. Mosses and lichen embroider 
rock and tree. I only know the 
name of one—it’s a lichen—but the 


words are beautiful enough to com- 
pensate for not knowing any mo 
cup calonia.

Not the least of the rare beauties 
of the springtime that we find there 
are the opening buds of the hickory 
Intricately folded into a 
tinted coat are five or seven silken- 


leaves 


velvet leaflets of the most exquisite 
color. To gently pry apart a burst- 
ing hickory leaf bud is to pry into 
the heart of spring itself. Such places 
as these are sanctuaries. One finds 
not only delicate color and shy fra- 
grance, but hushed 
peace. Of course, I'm glad that my 
great-grandfather-in-law was coura- 
geous enough to detach himself from 
Ohio tradition and pick out a prairie 
(they called it “parara”’) farm with 
lots of Tama silt loam upon it. but 
I wish that he had had one of his 
family homestead this stretch of 
no ‘count woodland, to be held in 
fee simple for such a great-grand- 
daughter-in-law as would appreciate 
it. That couldn't have helped being 
me. <As it is, somebody may cut 
down those trees, put in a rock 
crusher, pasture sheep upon it, or 
do some other equally awful eco- 
nomic thing with it. 
| 

But, then, after all, maybe all’s 
well with the world. The men just 
drove the cattle down to a neigh- 
bor’s to weigh them, and I went out 
for my usual job of “heading off,” 
coming back via the rear edge of 
the border. There are ranunculus, 
pyrethrum, iris, seedum and colum- 
bine leaves peeping thru. Maybe by 
the time you read this they’ll all be 
blooming, tra-la!

Report on Hatchings 


A preliminary tabulation made by 
the federal Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics indicates that the produc- 


tion of baby chicks by commercial 


hatcheries of the United States in 
March was 15 per cent larger than 
in March last year, and apparently 
one of the largest hatches for any 
Mareh of record. Comments from 
hatcheries quite generally indicated 


that the supply of chicks hatched in 
March was much in excess of the de- 
mand, and that a number of plants 


were left with a considerable surplus 
on hand, 
However, the increase in the num- 
March, the 
earlier, was only 
3.6 per cent. Advance orders booked 
by 369 hatcheries as of April 1, 1937, 
for delivery in April or later, amount- 
ed to 14,056,000 chicks, compared to 
20,454,000 on the same date last year,
